3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the aerial banner assembly for an aircraft as 
claimed in detail, specifically wherein at least two round disks are rotatably mounted on the 
banner rod which provide running wheels. While Richardson (US#2064218) teaches it is known 
to utilize a wheel 39 in conjunction with an aerial banner assembly (col. 3, lines 40-51), the 
wheel is mounted to an axle 38 passing through a bracket 37 as opposed to being mounted to a 
banner rod as claimed by the applicant.
